REMARKS 

Claims 3, 4, 21, 22, 24, and 26 remain in the application. The appHcant acknowledges 
with appreciation that claim 4 has been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. By this amendment, claim 4 has been amended to 
include all of the limitations of claim 1, which it was originally dependent from. Claims 3, 21, 
22, 24 and 26 have been amended to depend from claim 4, which is allowable as indicated in the 
Office Action. Therefore, dependent claims 3, 21, 22, 24 and 26 all should be considered 
allowable now. Claim 1 has been canceled, hi view of the above amendments and following 
remarks, the applicant believes that the application is in condition for allowance now.
